Stabilizing 
Cuts Wages 


Washington (LPA)—The Dept. 
of Commerce has reported that 
the “rate of increase’ in wages 
has slowed down considerably 
since the wage stabilization order 
of Jan. 26. 

Payments to employees in April 
were at an annual rate of $164,- 
900,000,000, up $800 million over 
March, but a smaller rate of in- 
crease than in previous months. 

Personal income for all groups 
in the nation reached a record 
high in April, an annual rate of 
$244,400,000,006, but the Depart- 
ment said the $1,200,000,000 rise 
over March was due largely to 
increases in farm owners’ income, 
which rose by more than $650 mil- 
lion in April to an annual rate of 
$15 billion. The higher farm own- 
ers’ income resulted from an “in- 
creased volume of livestock mar- 
keted,” the Department noted.

ES Won't Listen. to. Labor 


During World War II labor offered to leave exisit- 
ing wages undisturbed provided prices would be 
stabilized where they were. This was agreed to but was 
not lived up to very well by some lines of business. Yet 
this arrangement did an enormous amount of good and 
with the aid of an understanding labor board to enforce 
war regulations and adjust labor disputes production was 
maintained at a marvelous pace. 

When the Korean War broke out June 25, 1950, 
labor again offered to meet industry half way provided 
efficient price controls would be set up. But all that in- 
dustry and big business wanted was wage controls that 
would be rigorous, but not so with prices. To freeze 
wages and permit prices to continue going up is an un- 
workable arrangement which sooner or later must fail. 

“The only sensible arrangement is the one that labor 
proposed in good faith. But those in power and control 
would not listen to labor. The masters of industry were 
not satisfied to freeze prices in return for leaving wages 
where they were. They wanted higher prices in order 
to realize more profits, but the workers should be left 
right where they were, agcording to their reasoning. 
Their sole dream was more and even higher profits at 
the expense of the consumers of America, that vast 
majority of whom are working people. Had _ they 
listened to labor we would be way ahead of where we 
are. But they would not listen, so we are all paying for it. 


Mere Talk Means Little 


Not a day passes but what columns upon columns 
are written about lofty principles and the numerous 
achievements that are on the verge of blossoming into 
reality. But somehow as the days, the weeks, the months 
and even the years roll by the time of actual perform- 
ance seems never to arrive. 

For a year now there has been much talk, yes endless 
talk about controlling prices. First it was to be done in 
case it should be needed. Then there were to be roll- 
backs and rigorous controls. Still nothing happened. 
The President was actually given the power to slap on 
controls provided he clamped down on wages at the 
same time. Then Congress re-convened and at long last 
in January of this year a wage and price control stabil- 
ization board was finally set up to establish the price 
controls our entire population was clamoring for. 

Again there was much talk and more publicity. Now 
something was to be done and in short order at that. But 
as the weeks wore on the prices continued to soar instead 
of being pegged somewhere it began to look to a lot of 
people as if the price controllers were helping to. boost 
the prices ever higher instead of rolling them back to 
former levels. There was much talk but mighty little 
performance. Right there is where. the entire matter 
still stands.

Military Secrets and Spying. 

It is generally considered advisablé to keep a num- 
ber of our military plans secret. When individuals 
violate this code of security. for our country by trans- 
mitting to foreign powers such information such acts 
are considered tantamount to treason. If they are gov- 
ernment employes or private citizens they are liable to 
be arrested and tried and if convicted are usually assessed 
fines and prison sentences. 

But when our Congress sees fit to do politics with our 
military secrets, as is being done in connection with the 
MacArthur episode, they are immune from arrest or 
conviction for tossing our military secrets out into the 
open where every foreign power on earth can learn what 
they are. 

If a spy were caught gathering or transmitting these 
same military secrets he might get the death penalty for 
doing it. But when our lawmakers in Congress do what 
amounts to the same thing nobody seems to. question 
their absolute right to be tossing such information to 
anybody who wants it here at home or abroad. All they 
need is some kind of an excuse for doing it. In the case 
of the hearings dealing with MacArthur a Senate com- 
mittee was supposed to conduct a secret hearing, but 


nearly everything discussed there has been turned loose 


for public consumption. Politicians evidently think they 
have discovered a new way to enable them to do politics. 
When members of Congress do this it is entirely respect- 
able. If private individuals did it this could be treason. 


The smartest ‘idea workers ever got in their heads 
was when they became convinced of the necessity of 
being a member of the union.

'65, there are also benefits payable 
| to certain of his dependents. Let’s 
|take the case of a retired male 
|worker first, because the condi- 
| tions are slightly different for the 
| dependents of a woman worker. 
When a man becomes entitled 
ito Social Security benefits, his 
wife will also be eligible if she 
|is over 65. If he has children un- 
|der age 18, they too may receive 
| benefits until they reach age 18, 
These benefits were also payable 
under the old Social Security law. 
In addition, the new law provides 
that a wife, even though under 
age 65, may receive payments. if 
| She has a child in her care who is 
entitled to benefits on her hus- 
| band’s social security account. 
Let’s take the case of John 
| Jones, an imaginary worker. John 
|retired at age 65 and filed his 
|claim for social security benefits. 
His wife, Mary, is only 55 years 
| old, but they have a son, Bill, aged 
15. In this case, Mary and Bill 
may both receive benefits on 
| John’s account until Bill reaches 
age 18, at which time both their 
payments stop. When Mary be- 
comes 65, her benefits start again 
and continue the rest of her life. 


The husband, and children un- 
der 18, of a woman who is receiv- 
| ing social security benefits on her 
own .employment, may _ receive 
benefits (on the woman’s social 
security account), if she is both 
fully and currently insured. In 
| addition, the husband must meet 
| these two requirements: (1) have 
|attained age 65, and (2) be de- 
‘pendent on his wife for at least 
half his support.

St. Paul, Minn. (LPA) — The 
Minnesota State Supreme Court 
has ruled that a discharged work- 
er may get both dismissal pay and 
unemployment compensation. 


Helen M. Ackerson and Virginia 
B. Hinrichs, teletype operators, 
lost their jobs with the Western 
Union office here in February 
1950, when automatic equipment 
was installed, Each got severance 
pay of more than $1,000, under a 
contract with the AFL Commer- 
cial Telegraphers, 


Both applied for unemployment | 


benefits and were turned down by 
the St. Paul office. They appealed, 
and Victor Christgau, state head, 
reversed the decision. Western 
Union then appealed to the Su- 
preme Court, which has upheld 
Christgau. 


The company argued severance 
pay amounted to “future wages” 
for a specified period during which 
the employee should not be en- 
titled to jobless pay. The court, 
agreeing that one of the objec- 
tives of dismissal pay was “to ease , 
the employee’s financial burden 
while looking for a new job,” said 
there were other reasons for sev- 
erance pay, including partial com- 
pensation for loss of seniority 
rights, loss of possible pension 
rights, compensation for retrain-

ing or acquiring new skills, and |

_ To the company’s argument that 
the ruling imposed “double liabil- 
ity,’ the court said “that is an 
argument which more properly

sum, that “might have” prevented 
the dismissed employees from be- 
coming eligible for unemployment 
compensation.

“Are We or are we not going to 
have a comprehensive anti-infla- 
tion program that will carry out 
the principle of equality of sacri- 
fice under the defense program? 

“If the business and real estate 
lobbies have their way, the law will 
be so severely emasculated that the 
net resulf is likely to be _ strict 
controls over wages with only to- 
ken controls over prices. 

“Although the Defense Produc- 
tion Act may appear complicated 
and technical, it directly affects 
the lives and welfare of all Ameri- 
can workers. 

“To the worker earning $50 a 
week, a 5 per cent increase in 
prices is just the same as a wage 
reduction of 6 cents an hour, or 
$2.50 a week.” 

Following is the text of the let- 
ter: 

HERE IS LETTER 

I am writing to ask you to des- 
ignate the month from June 10 to 
July 10 as a period of intensive ef- 
fort to support the campaign of 
the American Federation of Labor 
to strengthen the Defense Produc- 
tion Act. 

The Defense Production Act be- 
came law on September 8, 1950. 
This is the basic law underlying 
our defense program.

New Law Could Mean 
Relief List Publication - 


Washington (LPA).—An Indiana 
official has admitted his state’s new 
| law requiring that a public record 
be kept of relief roll names could 
| lead to publication of relief lists. 

At a hearing before Federal Se- 
curity Administrator Oscar R. 
Ewing, Wilfred Bradshaw of the 
Indiana Welfare Board conceded 
the state probably could not keep 
{newspapers from publishing the 
jlists, but added “the newspapers 
would do so at their own peril.” 

FSA has charged that the Indi- 
ana law violates the Social Security 
Act which provides that no state 
can receive federal funds for wel- 
fare work unless it provides safe- 
guards against disclosure of infor- 
mation about relief recipients or 
applicants.
